The style of the writer is 
pot refined; it is rather antiquated,and may not suit the taste 
of the critie; bat the dying testimony of Mr. F. we are confi 
dent, will afford a delicious repast to those who are hunger- 
ing and thirsting after righteousness, 
Copy of a letter from the Rev. John Carmichael, to 
Rev. Rohert Smith, containing a brief statement of 
a few very important particulars of the Religious 
Exercises of the Rev. William Foster, Minister 
of the Gospel in Octorara, Pennsylvania. 


Rev. anv Dear Sir, 

As you were abroad a considerable distance 
on important business at the time of the sickness 
and much lamented death of my dear brother-in 
law, the Rev. Wittram Foster; and since you 
have been informed that be left this world in a 
very happy frame of inind, and you wish to know 
the part culars.and what lt heard him say with his 
dying lips, on his death bed; I very readily com 
ply with your Gesire: tor notwithstanding the 
subject is in self melancholy, yet, | bless God, 
Thave itin ny power to send you such an ac 
caitat of the blessed and unusually happy state ot! 
his precious soul, in his sickness, and at his disso 
Jution, as cannot fail tobe refreshing to every 
ofe that loves our Lord Jesus Christ in sincerity: 
for ‘blessed are the dead who die in the Lord.” 

As soon as I heard of his itlness, I went to see 
him, and, from the bad colour of his skin and 
héavy fever, | was afraid the consequence mizht 
prove fatal. But Mr Foster himself did not theo 
apprehend much danger. After much coaver 
sation, and after we had prayed together, I re 
turned home, aad in a few days heard he was 
worse, which I indeed much feared would be 
the case. T went to see him again, and was a 
larmed to find his disease had increased much 
during the short time of my absence. I told aim 
my fear, that.e would be taken from us; while 
atthe same time I felt much difliculty io being 
resigned to such astep of Divine Providence, 
as both church and siate- feed the exercise of his 
valuable talents. Mr. Foster sa:d, he was more 
apprehensive thathis disorder might termisate 
id his dissolution than at first; but, said he, ‘* The 
will of God be done. What ever my great Master 
God acd Saviour Jesus Christ does, is right; and 
blessed be his name, | am not afraid to meet 
deatl.”” 

We entered into a free conversation on the 
Biate of religion to our own and the neighbour 
ifw churches around us. Mr. Foster observed, 
that, although his own pastoral charges aud the 
congregations contiguous were no doubt in a de- 
chning state of reiigion, and did just now par- 
take of the present declension of tiie day; yet we 
ought to bless God it was ho worse with us than 
it was, when we considered how much the Di- 
vise influence of Gad, the Holy Spirit, is with 
drawn from the means of grave io general, and 
the many and. sirange temptations which these 
times throw in the way of real piety and true 
holiness, He said that bis people, cousidered as 
®:congtegation, were both solemn and atteutive 
in time of public worship and discovered much 
affection to him as their pastor;that he felt in him- 
self Nuch ovigoing of Christian love and affec 
tion to them; that io his oublic labours in his Di- 
vine Master’s service, both at home and abroad, 
he had much greater freedom and enlargement 
of soul in the real things of God and eternal life 
than-usual; which was exceedingly refreshing 
to him, so that he fouod himself really fed with 

ivine things, while he was breaking the bread 
ot life.to others; and that this had been his hap- 
Py case for some time past. [then returned 

me, full of fears that Mr. Foster would soon 
be'removed from us by death; and I found that 
thére Was too much Cause for my tears, as a mes 
Senger was sent to request me tocome NW see fia, 
ashe was supposed to be near his end. fcame;

| weak to speak much, I wish you only to answer 
the few questions I will ask you by a sign, or 
yes or no, or a word or two,as you feel yourself 
able, Lasked him, As you are now on the very 
brink of the eternal world, and ina few hours to 
appear hesore the great God, to answer for the 
deeds done in the body, how do you feel in your 
roul, anit what are your hopes of eternal life? 
He answered, that although it was very difficult 
for him to speak much, yet he would do ail in his 
power for t.e best of Masters, in leaving testi- 
mony for him aod his precious truths with bis 
last breath, and would not have us stop him from 
speaking, although it might seem to burt him. 
**What I shall say (said he) you may depend on 
as sincere and from the heart, as can be under 
Ho teaptation to deceive; for Lam a dying man, 
and now die in the full belief of the truth and 
vast importance of those doctrines of grace 
which I have been preaching to mankind, and I 
do now with my dying breath give my testimony 
to them as true. | am venturing my soul oa their 
veracity with the greatest cheerlulness; and ador- 
ed be my God and Saviour for it. 1 do now feel, 
on this my death bed, their application by the 
blessed Spiritto my soul. Ido fied, by a most in- 
expressible experience, that while my ontward 
man is decaying, my 1 rd man 1s gaining 
sirepgth every moment; and the nearer my ap- 
proach to death and eteraity, the greater my joy, 
mm so mucnthat I find all those sweet precious 
promises of eternal life dispersed through the 
holy dear book of God harmonizing tor my Di- 
vine consolation, by the Spirit’s application of 
them tomy soul. Avd I now feed ou them by 
faith, sothat I am notable totell the thousandtn 
part of the joy, and evangelical consolation, and 
real comfor!, my soul feels, and which has been 
increasing in my heart since the beginning of this 
sickness, even to this hour, like a stream of the 
water of the river of lite flowing in a growing 
tide tomy soul. Osi! how shall f praise and sul 

ficieutly adore my God, my Saviour, my Jesus, 
my all aad in all!’ He then paused; and I asked 
tum, if he had not at times some fears & doubts 
lest his heart should deceive bias in this great 
eternal affair. He replied ‘la my early days, 
10d in my youth, vader the Gospel, I had many 
alarms and awtul fears through the conviction 
{ then had of the natural badness of my heart; 
and the more powerful aid clear the sermon | 
heard, the more [ was couviuced of my undone 
stateby mature. But I bad a great desiragje be 
a preacher of the precious Gospel of Jesus Christ 
w the world; yet felt an exceeding great terror 
at times, more especially lesi | should preach an 
ankuowa Christ. 1 importuned Heaven to save 
we from sucha judgment; and forever adored 
bethe Lord Jesus Christ, my Divine Master, for 
ne was pleased to answer my prayers: He was 
graciously pleased t » refeal Himself in a saving 
manner to my suul, so that, after the experience 
of a number of years,J have reasou to know with 
muc!; Gospel coufidence, that what I cailead my 
evnvictions at the ume of my soul’s closure with 
Christ and the very solemo exercise of my bear 
was aul a deiusion,but a great reality; | bave not 
been preaching an uvakoown Christ; | know io 
whom I have believed, and that He is able to 
keep that which | have committed to Him against 
the last day. I now tell you on my death-bed, 
tuat the Divine beauty, harmony, moral excel 

lency, and heavenly sweetness of the way of sal- 
vation for siouers of maokind through the Lord 
Jesus Christ did continue to grow and increase 
to my view frum the time of my conversion un 
til this solemn moment.”? He then paused; and | 
asked hun if he was not at times afflicted with the 
prevaleacy ofa self righteous spirii. He replied, 
thathe found that spirit at times a very gore ene- 
my to keep in subjection, bat that just now 
he happily found simself ewabled to rest wholly 
on the Lord Jesus Christ and his righteousness, 
and felt himselfso happily relieved trom that 
enemy as to be full of joy and Divine consola- 
uon. ¢ thea asked bim, which be would choose, 
if it was at his option just vow either to die or 
live. He answered, that he had uo choice to 
make: God’s choice was his; so that he could say 
rom the heart, ‘by will be done oa earth as it 
isin heavea.’? If the king of Zion chose to con- 
‘inue bim longer on earth to serve him, he 
vould say, Amen; and would wish to preach a 

gain to souls, as one from the dead: but to depart 
aad be with Christ was tar better: .here was no 

thing on earth worth enjoying compared to the 
heavenly glories,and death was but the partition 
wall becweeu God’s children and infinite happi- 
iess, suited to the nature of an immortal soul: all 
chat the earth calis good aod great, with all us 
pussible splendour, is but dust ia the balance 
|whea put in competition with Divine things, and 
‘viewed ia the light of eteraity,as be aow viewed 
(gem; aod all their false appearances vanish as 
dav<ness belore the rising day of the glory ot 
Iumanuel’s land. He then said, ‘Oh! how sweei 
is tne Gospel of Jesus Corist and its divine truths 
just wow to my soul”? He then paused; and I 
asked him if he did not fiad it difficult to pari 
with tis dear wite and lidie children. He an 

swered that the ties of nature were very binding 
and their dissolution hard to be borne, but that 
ihe God of nature had a right to rend those bonds 
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aud ties asunder when he pleased. ‘*Death (said 
he) must separate us some time, and God’s time 
isthe best. I have no fear but God will take 
care of my widow and my fatherless dear cliil-| 
dren. God tells me, in Jeremrah 1. 9, II.} 
‘Leave tiy fatherless children; I will preserve 
them alive; and letthy widow trust io me.””— 
This 1s like a bill ofexchange putioto my hand 
by the great Secretary of Heaven, God the Ho- 
ly Gnost, to draw on the bank of Heaven for the 
support of my family atter my decease. I rely 

upon it; & do you think it will not be protested? 
No, it cannot, except through iufidelity on the 
part of the dependents, which they must guard a 

gaicet if they wish to be happy. Ido cheerfully 
commit my earthly concerns of every kind into 
the hands ofthe great Messiah, Jesus Christ, who 
has all power in heaven and on earth; to whom 
I commit my soul triumphiog; for | am certain 
that all things shall work together for good fiual- 
ly to God’s people. Many more things he said 
of the same heavenly kind and strain, which 
showed how full his sou! was of God, how emp 

ty of self, and how much his conversation was tu 
heaven. 

I then took my leave of him in the most affec- 
tionate manner, and hastened home to bring 
Mrs. Carmichael to see him, if she could once 
inore in this world: but our ears were struck 
with the melancholy news of lis death, on the 
road, by a messenger sentto inform us. We 
came to Bochim, the place of weeping; aud 
was ‘told by those who were present, that lis 


ed to the last mossents of his lile. * A few oours 
belcre his departure, he called Mr. Sample to 
ius bed side and said, ‘you see, my dear sir, that 
{ am grappling with the king of terrors:’& just 
ly 18 he so called; tor to die isindeed a solema 
thiag. But this is the gate by which we musi 
enter in: aud, blessed be my God, | am not atraid 
to pass the Jordan of death. My Josi:ua has 
gone betore. On bow comfortable to have a 
od to go to in such an hour! and let me new, 
my dear sir, in your presence, give my (esiimo 
ny, with my dying breath, to God’s truths; that 
itis alone in true religion that real comfort is to 
be found; that God’s favour and loving k.ndness, 
in this tryiug hour, will be found beiter than life 
uself. Ob! sir, remember the infinite impor 
tance of the work in which you are engaged. 
I, may appear important to you now: but when, 
hike me, you are just launchiog into the world oi 
spirits, aud ave eteruwity in tull view, it will ap- 
pear infinitely more so. With respect to the 
deat people of my charge, it would be one of the 
foremost things to imake life desirable to have an 
opportuoity of meetung with them once more, to 
declare to them the counsels of heaven with the 
emphasis of death and eternity on my lips, as | 
now teel them, and so, i! possible, to press on 
them more closely those important realities Which 
belong to their everlasting peace: but infinite 
wisdom has determined otherwise. However, 
1 sill hope, that God has something great aud 
good in siore for Octorara: therefore, my dear 
sit, Wuen | am sleeping iu the dust, do you de- 
liver this message tv ive dear peopie of my charge 
as the last words ot their dying pastor to them, 
that when I was just launching ioto the eternal 
world, and had it in full view, aud just appear- 
ing before their aod my great, eternal, aud jus: 
judge, my conscience then bore testimony that | 
never had coccealed from them any ot the Di- 
vine couasels with which I was inmirusted, and 
which was necessary for them to know; nor had 
1 ever delivered to them a doctrine but on the 
veracity of which / can veature my own salva- 
won, and that those very auportant tiuihs which 
I have delivered to them in life are now the sup 
port of my soui and the foundation of my hopes. 
But in as much as infinite wisdom has denied 
them and me an interview until the morning of 
the resurrection, tell them, Oh! tell them, from 
me just now expiring, to prepare to have the so- 
lemn account tuen and there settled before their 
and my God—I to answerin what manner, trom 
what views and trom whateods, I have declared 
the truth of the everlasting gospel to them——they 
to answer liow they have heard (hose truths, ana 
io what manner they have improved them. 

As God had favoured tim with the full and 
free use of his reason through the whole of tis 
sickness, when he touud himselfio the very jaws 
of death, lest those about tim should think ins 
sufferings iatuierable and tend to lessen the idea 
they ought toe have of Gou’s love to his dyimug 
servants, he said, ‘Phougu my body 1s so 
wrought, do not think my burthen too hard to 
bear; 1 is not. Death is not so hard as | was 
woutto imagine I cau bearit: my God supports 
me in it”? tHe then took leave of his dear wite 
aod childrea, and other tender Connexions pre- 
sent, in the hope ol mecting wilh them ina det- 
‘ter world, and svon atier feil asivep iu Jesus. 

Deati bad now execuied its office, and had 
rentasunder tie bands wich untied the soul aod 
vody; the latter to rest in tie grave uanl the 
moruiag of the resurrection: the former angels 
cunveyed into heave, to dweii loréver wita us

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MISSIONARY INTELLIGENCE 
The Missionary Herald tor Jan. 1825. con- 
tains a “Brief View of Missions among the Hea- 
then, under the direction of Societies in the U. 
States.’?> We give our readers the following ab- 
stract from the view of the 


‘SAMERICAN BOARD OF FOREIGN MISSIONS.”? 


“The missions under the direction of this 
Board, are at Bombay—in Ceylon--amoag the 
Cherokees, the Choctaws, and the Cherokees of 
the Arkansas—at the Sandwich Islands—ai Mal- 
ta—and in Palestine. Measures have also been 
taken to ascertain the religious aod moral state 
of the new Republics in Spanis!: America.”’ 

Bombay —This mission was commenced in 
1813, has three statioas— Bombay —Mahim, and 
Tannah—tlree Missionaries, and one Piiner, 
all of whom are married Another Missioaary 
and his wife are probably now at one of these 
stations. These Missionaries have transiated 
the New Testament and parts of the Old Testa- 
ment—have printed maoy thousand books and 
iracts, and have uuder their care twenty six 
schools, containing more than twelve-hundred 
pupils 

Ceylon.—A mission was commenced on this 
island in 1816, which has now five stations— 
Tillipally- Battico'ta--Oodooville— Panditeripo, 
and Manepy. Connected with this mission are 
six Missiovaries and their wives—the widow of 
Rev. James Richards—three native Preachers, 
and one Native Medical Assisiant. The Mis- 
sionartes here have under theircare and entire 
control, 169 heathen yout) ;—have established 42 
tree schools, contaiming more than 1300 echo- 
'ars:—and have admitted to their church 20 con- 
verted natives. la several of the schools there 
has recently been an effusion of the influences 
of the Spirit 

The Cherokees —The Mission among the Che- 
rokees was commenced in 1817 Thereare now 
7 stations~-Brainerd—Creek Path—Carme!—~ 
High-tower— Willston—Haweis, and a place 
vot yet named. Connected with this mission, 
are 4 Mssionaries—-3 of whom are married;— 
7 Veachers and their wives, and one female 
Teacher; beside several Farmers and Machanics 
—and aconverted Ciierokee, vho acts as an In- 
‘erpreter. Churches have been estabtistied in 
the five first mentioned siations—and more thas 
fifty Cherokees united with them the last year. 

The Choctaws —-A mission was commenced 
in Id11, among the Choctaws, whoreside be- 
tween the Tombigbee and Mussiss.ppi rivers, in 
number about 20.000 Here are 5 stations— 
Elliott—Mayhew—Bethel—Emmaus—Goshen, 
and four other places, not yet named. There 
are 3 Missionaries—one of them married; -123 
male and female Teachers, 4 Farmers, and se- 
veral Mechanics attached to tiis mission. The 
Missionaries have nade some progress in reduc- 
ing the language of the Cloctaws to a system 
—-and had more than 200 native children in their 
school. in September last. 

The Cherokees of the Avkansas.--Among the 
Cherokees of the Arkansas, who have removed 
from their residence KE. of the Mississippi, to a 
tract of country ou the N. bank of tre Arkansas 
river, a station was taken in 1820. {tis called 
Dwight. Here are 2 Missionaries, with their 
wives—one female Teacher, one Farmer, one 
Machanic, anda steward. The three last are 
married, About 60 Indian youth of both sexes, 
are taught here. 

Sandwich Islands--The mission at the Sand- 
wich Islands was begun in 1820. Thereare 4 
statioos—Owhyhee--Woahoo--Atoor, and Mo- 
wee. At these several stations, are 8 Miasion- 
aries—one Physician, one Teacher, one Printer, 
a Superintendent; and a coloured woman, who 
isa Domestic Assistant. With the exception of 
the last two, these are all married. 

Malta-—-A mission was begun at Malta, in 
1821, and one Missionary with his wife, resides 
there.-—Oa this island isa priating establistiment, 
supported by the liberality ot certain imdividue 
als, chiefly in Boston, who have engaged to pay 
$30U0 annually, for five years. Tracts have 
been printed, at this establishment, in Modern 
Greek--in Greco Turkish, and in the Itahan 
languages, 

Palestine. —Mr. Parsons visited Jerusalem in 
1521——but it was not entered by any Missiona- 
ry, with aview toa permanent settlement, til! 
1823 —There are now in Palestine four Mission- 
aries— two of them are married: and a priniing 
press is also on its way to that co rotry. 

South America.—Two young .eotlemen, one 
|froin the Theological Seminary in Audover—he 
jouer from the Theological Seminary 10 Proinees 
ion, have beea sent to South America, td obs 
serve the religious aud moral prospects of that 
|} Country. 
| horeign Mission School.—There are at present, 
jabout JU younz mea in the Foreign Mission 
|Sciiool, at Cornwall .

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Mr. Owen, of Lanark, (Scotland) formerly a mem- 
ber of the British Parliamen , now celebrated asa 
philanth. opist, pa sed through this place last week, 
on his way to Washington City. We understand 
he has purchased the establishment of the Harmo- 
nie Society, on the Wabash, in the state of In- 

* Jiama, for $150,000. In that place, he will proba- 
bly establish a communi y on the principles adopt- 
ed vy the British and Foreign Philanthropic Soci- 
ety, which he conceives tobe incomparab!y superi- 
or to any other that ever have been adopted, to 
promote the wealth, improvement, virtue, and hap- 
piness of mankind, On [vesday last, he deliver- 
ed a lecture, in the First Presbyterian Church of 
this city, to a lar,e and attentive assembly; in 
which he developed and explained his system, as 
far as time would permit; and illustrated, by two 
or three drawings, the plan of a village suitable for 
such communities. Ihe lecture was very Interest- 
ing and cearly manifested that the speaker is a 
man of intelligence aud extensive scientific know- 
ledge. We sla not now attempt to give so much 
as the outlineso his system in general, or express 
any opinion of its eligibility. Many sentiments 
advanced wre undouvted y correct and important, 
others were novel; and some, in our view, were just 
ly exceptionable. ‘The training of childern to vir 
tuous habits is unques.ionably of great importance. 
Bu: the speaker appeared to carry his ideas on this 
point to an unwarrantable extent. The doctrine, 
that nothing but proper ¢raiming, on the part ot 
those to whom the education of children is com- 
mitted, is necessary to form their minds to true 
virtue and benevolence and eradicate evey evil pas- 
sion and disposition, appears to be at variance 
with the Scriptural doctrines of the native and to- 
tal depravity of mankind and the absolute necessity 
of regeneration by the uperations of the Holy Spir- 
it of God.---As Mr. Owen aiforded an opportunity 
of proposing objections, and this objection was not 
state:!, it may be thought unfair to bring it lorward 
now. Weare very far from wishing to do him the 
least injustice, and, after hearing the lecture, had 
no intention of making this doctrine a subject of 
remark in our columns, and should have now pass- 
ed it over in silence had we not been informed that 
the sentiment was approved and received with a- 
Vidily vy some who were present. Our object is 
merely to suggest to such the importance of wying 
this sentiment by the touch-stone of divine truth, 
or weighing it in the balances of the sanctuary, lest 
it should warp them from the truta and simplicity 
of the Gospel, — 

Mr. Owen’s object in visiting the metropolis of 
the U. States at present is to submit his plan of 
communi.ies to the consideration of Congress, and 
to ask their co-operation in carrying Lt exXtensive- 
ly into effect, How far it will meet the approba- 
tion of the Nationa! Legislature we are unable to 
foresee. The discussion of it in Congress would 
probably diffuse considerable light upon the sub- 
ject. Mr. Owen, also, we understand, intends to 
prepare for publication an exposition of bis system 
jn all its bearings. In such an exposition, many; 
persons would be glad to see something explicit 
upou the subject of religion, and the extent to 
which evangelical principles are to be applied in 
forming the tempers and morals of the rising gen- 
eration.

OBITUARY. 

DIED, at Chillicothe, Ohio, on the 9th ult. Ro- 
bert Keeves Doddridge, son of the Rev. Dr. Joseph 
Doddridge, aged eleven years. 

The following extract of a letter from his bro- 
ther, Philip P. Doddridge, to his father, dated the 
Lith ult. contain a pleasing account of the reli- 
gions character and dyiug exercises of the deceas- 
ed.— May all children cousider the unspeakable 
importance of carly piety. True religion aloue can 
render them truly happy in this life, and prepare 
them for the solemn hour of death. ‘To those who 
seek the Lord in the morning of their days 
the greatest encouragement is given in the word 
of God. “I love them that love me, and those 
that seek me early shail find me.” “Now, therefore, 
hearken unto me, O ye children; for blessed are 
they that keep my ways.” 

Dear father, | know this shock will be dreadful 
to you. Almost, | fear, too much so for you to 
bear. The sudden death of so lovely, so promis- 
ing a child, is a deep affliction indeed. - 

But such has been the will of our Heavenly Fa- 
ther, who does all this for good. ‘The ties of na- 
ture are indeed strong, and when broken, the heart 
of the survivor is rent with grief. 

Yet, when we reflect on the vanity of the world 
and all its transitory cares and pleasures; ought 
we not to believe, that in taking our dear little 
Reeves to himself’, our Heavenly Father acted with 
kindness towards him? Yes, he “has taken him 
from the evil to come.” 

O! Father, I know that in the midst of your grief 
you will derive no small amount of consolation, 
from the following account of the religious exer- 


friends if they did not think he had been a great 
sinner; and would then exclaim, Oh! How good 
is the Lord tor giving me the pardon of my sins! 
He continued to pray fervently as long as he could 
speak with ease. and when his breathing became 
short, he constantly uttered in broken accents as 
he could be understood, “Glory to God in the 
highest.”” For some time before his death he was 
fully sensible of his approaching dissoluties, and 
was entirely resigned to the will of Providence. 

Few deaths have occurred in this place which 
have excited a greater interest than that of my deat 
litde brother. His religious exercise, the correct- 
ness of his faith, his resignation, and his pious 
conversation on his dying bed, have left a strong 
impression on the minds of all who were witnesses 
of them. All agree in saying that so striking an 
example of understanding and fervent piety, and 
the full assurance of faith, have been seldom wit-

Missionary Auxiliary Bible Socicty.—In the Ed- 
wardsville Spectator, of the 28th ult. we find the 
Sixth Annual Report of this socie y; from which] 
we make the following extract, for the gratification 
of our pious readers, who will rejoice to learn that 
the friends of religion in the remote states of Mis- 
Buri snd Mlinois are using laudable exertions to 
supply the destitute in their bounds with the pre- 
cigus word of Jife. 

“Since our Wst annual meeting the board of ma- 
nagers have endeavoured to extend the sphere of 
this society’s operations, and enlarge its means of | 
doing good. The agency under the directions of 
the parent society, has been successful in muluply- 
ing auxiliaries and branches. In lilinois .t our 
last meeting no Bible society"exisied. We rejoice 
to learn that thirteen auxiliaries and two branches 
are now successfully engaged in distributing the 
word of God. In our own state two respectable 
auxiliaries in addition to the former ones have 
commenced in their labours, and flve branches, si- 
tuated in Lillard, Chariton, Howard, Cooper, and 
Boone counties, have been formed and recognized 
as branches of this axiliary. 

*\No addi.ion to our stock of Bibles and Testa- 
ments has been made the past year. Of the amount 
then on hand, 435 bibles and 780 testaments have 
been disposed of, or else remain in the hands of 
individuals and branch societies, to be accounted 
for in future. There is now in the general deposi- 
tory at St. Louis, 170 English, and 50 French bi- 
bles, and 721 English, 35 French, and 96 Spanish 
testaments. 

“During the past year there has been received 
into the treasury from the sale of Bibles, contribu- 
tions and subscriptions, $204 284; and paid on the 
sum of $104 623 one hundred dollars of whith has 
been forwarded to the parent society, and the re- 
mainder for incidental expenses, leaving a balance 
in the treasury of $9965. There is due from the 
several depositories and branches for books sold 
and not accounted for, or yet on hand for future 
distribution, the sum of $442 76. Since its for- 
mation this society has received from its members, 
and in donations and public c Ilections about $190, 
more than 100 of which has been expended in 
freight, kc. From the American Bible Soc ety, 
this auxiliary since its formation has received in 
donations 600 English- and 50 French bibles, and 
100 Spanish and 500 English testaments to the 
value, at the society’s prices, of $697 25. Of that 
sum $227 have . een discharged in drafts, and the 
balance $470 25 is yet due. To discharge this 
debt the resources of the society are the amount 
due from the depositories, the balance now in the 
hands of the treasurer, with the value of the stock 
on hand.”

Not a mem- 
ber of the family professed religion, or cherished 
religious hope--though the externals of gos, el want- 
ed not their support: but the savor of prayer was 
somewhere in the ancestral line. At evening we 
bowed betore God previous to retiring to rest having 
spent most of the timein religious conversation; 





cises of my dear litle brother, previously to his 
departure from us. 

Several weeks before he was taken sick he be 
came serious, constantly attended preaching and} 
Spent much time in reading the scriptures. His 
high temper was reduced to the miidness of that 
of a saint. His whole conversation was concern- 
ing religion and the Scriptures. From the time 
this change in his temper and the state of his mind 
Was noticed, it was his Constant practice to read 
the Scriptu es until late at night and after going to 
bed he was frequently heard to pray most devoutly. 

Not long beture he was taken sick he was at a 
night meeting, where he went forward with a num- 
ber of others to be prayed dyr, woen he tel, down 
on his knees and prayed very Wevoutly himself, so 
as to attract the notice of a great number o the 
congregation, who were very much surprized at 
the language anu fervency of his prayer. 

During his illness he frequently enquired of his 





each guest seeking to persuade some member of the 
family to embrace the Redeemer. Something labor- 
ed in the minds of one or two of the family, though 
there was stillno hope entertained. Next morning, 
after the table was cleared, we assembled for prayer 
--we knelt down before God, and carried the spirit- 
ual and eternal interest of the family to the throne of 
grace. When the prayer was concluded & we were 
about to rise, we suddenly heard a voice, apparent- 
ly in the direction of the door, earnestly commenc- 
ing another prayer, in which, without for some 

time knowing whose it was, we heartily joined. It 
was the Deacon, who was passing by, and who felt 
as if now the Lord was with us, he must put ina 
fresh petition fur the dear family, and accordingly 
he had come in unheard, and softly kneeling by the 
side of us, had let his feelings burst forth, when a 
moment of silence had returned. This season of 
devotion will long be remembered by one of the 
family, a son, whose high hopes and_brillian: pros- 


pects for this life, had, till this memorable morn- 
ing, absorbed his attention and solicitude. An ar- 
row, shot by the hand ofthe Spirit, trembled in his 
heart---he paused, thought, and stood convicted. 
Conflicting teelings rent his bosom. He saw him 

self to bea miserable sinner.---condemned of God. 
I his world presented no sources of relief. He walk 

ed about--he paced his room, agitated and distress- 
ed, but saw not, by faith, Hi - , who tenderly calls, 
louk unto me and be saved. ‘Taking up, at the house 
of a friend, the bible, his troubled eye rested upon 
ihe passage, Whosoever shall exalt himself shall be 
abused; and he that humbieth himself shall be exalt- 
ed. His heart broke---he humbled himself---he felt 
that it was the point of the Spirit’s sword, which 
had drawn the waters of penitence from his obdu- 
rate heart. I humbled myself, oh! God, before thee 

1 cast myself down at the foot of the cross, to re- 
ceive thy mercy. I joyfully embrace the crucified 
Saviour. Thus felt he. li was no dream. ‘It is 
true,’ said he,--his lips quivering with fear and rap- 
ture.--‘time can alone determine the reality of my 
hope, but I certainly have one:’ His joy somehow 

seemed to cast such a dazzling radiancé over the 
present the future, ard even the past, that for a 
time his very transgressions were lost in the blaze 
of glory. 

We assembled in this family, after this happy 
change in one of its leading members, for evening 
prayers; and my young friend being requested to 
lead the devotions, he declined—his hope, he 
thought, was too recent—he knew not how to pray 
aright- But as we were desirous that one of the 
family might, for the first time since its existence, 
pray to God in behalf and in presence of the fami- 
ly, he consented, Various earnest petitions were 
otiered up, but when he came to his Father and 
Mother... his beloved Father and Mother, who 
had not named Christgmafter pouring out a flood 
of tears, and feeling Os: of another torrent of 
affection, he could go no further. There was a 
pause, as touching to the soul as the silent awful 
presence of the Eternal God could make it. Lan- 
guage becam: dumb at the immensity of the peti- 
tion preferred by the child, yearning over the im 
mortal interests of the parent. He could not pro 
ceed; and one of us took up his petition and con- 
tinued to entreat the mercy of God. Whenwea 
rose from our knees, he went directly to his mo 
ther, laid his head in her lap, and gave vent to his 
struggling feelings, imploring her in the most im- 
passioned manner to come to Christ. *OA mother, 
mother, come to Christ. Come, my dear mother, to 
Christ,’ said he, ‘you will find Him so precious.’ 

If any thing can goto the heart, itis such a scene 
as this. Who could help weeping to see a child urg- 
ing into the path to heaven a parent, who haa given 
him birth, but long before his birth, had been an ac- 
countable and gospel called creature—u,ou whose 
bosom he hadlreclined in the fragile years of infancy, 
-who had cherished many a tender affection towards 
him,—but among all these affections felt not that 
which has for iis object the undying soul, and waited 
many a long year toreceive and obey a warning 
from her own offspring!

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Fhiscopal Missions.—4-The committee of the 
‘Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church,"’ made their report 
in Philadelphia, on the 6th of Decemper. It ap- 
pears that the labours of the society hitherto, have 
been in a great measure preparatory. Funds were 
to be raised—missionaries to be procured—sta- 
tions to be selected—and more than all an interest 
to be excited in that church on the subject ot mis- 
sions.

The rev. Henry H. Pleiffer is labouring in the 
state of Indiana. He has received an invitation to 
setue at Fredonia, in Crawford county. 

The rev. Richard F. Cadle is employed at De- 
troit, and other places in Michigan. The use of 
the Council House has been granted to the Episco- 
pal tnhabitants by Gov, Cass. It is Mr. Cadle 
preaches on the Sabbath and once during the week. 
the number of persons attached to the Episcopal 
Church, is about $0, not more than 3 or 4 of whom 
are communicants, ‘Ihe other places of worship 
are a Roman Catholic Church, a Methodist Meet- 
ing house, and a building erected by different de- 
nominations, and styled the first Protestant Church 
of Detroit.—The city contains about 2000 inhabi- 
tants. 

The Committee state that prospects are open- 
ing belure the Society among the Indians near 
Green Bay in the North Western Territory. ‘lhe 
Indians are willing to receive Christian instruc-

the vicinity of Green Bay are two large tribes, the 
Menominees and Winebagoes, besides a part of the 
Oneidas and the Stockbridge Indians who have 
removed from the state of New York.

The Legi-lature of Ohio, and Kentucky have passed a re 
solution, instructing their representatives, in congress to vote 
for Gen. Jack on as President of the United States, as their 
second chuice; seeing Henry Clay was not returned to the 
house. 


Congress.---In the House the bill subscribing $300,000 to 
the stock of the Delaware and Chesapeake Canal has passed, 
yeas 113, nays 74. 

The bill appropriating 150,000 dollars for the continuation 
of the Cumberland Road also passed, yeas 97, nays 72. 

The president lately communicated to congress a mass of 
documents tending to shew the effect which our recognition 
of South American independence has produced on the rela- 
tions of our government with Spain. The correspondence 
between the two governments evinces excitement on both 
sides. So offensive was the conduct of Mr Andagua, the 
iate minister uf Spain at Washington, that Mr. Nelson, the 
American minister at Madrid, was instructed to make a rep- 
resentation of it to the Spanish government. 

Proposed limitation of the Freedom of the Press.~-A bill is now 
before Congress, the effect of which, if it should pass, will 
operate greatly tothe public injury. It is proposed to limit 
the numoer of newspapers, received by publishers free of 
postage, to fifty. This would deprive the public of that free 
circulation of intelligence, which is now enjoyed in every 
portion of our states And if it be true; as our constitutions 
assert, that the freedom of the press is essential to the main- 
tainance of our liberties, we are of opinion, that if no pos- 
tage at all were charged on newspapers, the measure would 
be a great public benefit. Useful knowledge, and the free 
transmission of intelligence to all our citizens, is the life of 
our free government, and better property than the mines of 
Potosi and the wealth ofall the Indies. We cannot, there- 
fore, believe that Congress will pass the odious bill. Indeed 
there is no call for such a measure. The receipts of the 
Post-Office Department exceed its expenditures, and every 
source of our revenue is increasing. Shall we now, then ob- 
struct the streams of knowledge, and surcumscribe the ex- 
panding minds of our enlightened fellow citizens? Forbid, it, 
the wisdom of our wise mea!—Christian Watehman. 


Indian Afairs.-It appears from the report of Thomas L. M‘- 
Kenney, of the office of Indian Affairs, that 32 schools con- 
taining 916 children are in operation among the Indians 
within the limits of the United States. A Table is annexed, 
showing the location of each school, the number of teachers 
and seholars, and by what denomination of Christians it is 
conducted. The reports of the superintendants are stated to 
ve highly satisfactory. Nothing seems to be necessary, he 
says, to effect so humane an object as the entire reformation 
of the tribes bordering on our settlements in the course of 
the present generation, but the necessary means of support- 
ing the system now in operation as its enlargement may be 
required, and the continued application of the same zeal and 
intelligence, which have sofar characterised those who su- 
perintend and conduct it. During three first quarters of the 
year, $5,760 16 of public money were expended in the civili- 
zation and instruction of the Indians. The annual appro- 
priation for this object, by the general government, is of 
great service; but the labor is performed by pious indivi- 
duals, and a large portion of the expenses defrayed by the 
various benevolent societies in our country. The whole a- 
mount of disbursements for the same period on account of 
the Indians, including presents, annuities, holding Treaties 
and carrying them into effect, was $242,849 88.----F. Visitor. 


Commerce of Nashville.--The number of Steam Boats which 
arrive here during a week, at this season, and the quantity 
of produce carried from, and of merchandize brought to this 
place, indicate a state of commercial prosperty scarce equal- 
ed by any town of its size in the South or West. Frem ten 
to fifteer, Steam Boats of 35 to 200 tons burthen, are running 
to and from this place to New Orleans,Louisville, Pittsburgh, 
aud other places, during the business season, comprising 
more than half the year. In addition to this we might add 
the very considerable business yet carried on by means of 
Keel boats, many of them as large as some of the Steam 
Boats which continue to arrive here freighted with various 
kinds of merchandize, foreign and domestic, some from the 
old world, and some from the new.--The Steam Boats Couri- 
er. Putnam, Lafayette, Miami and Cumberland, have arriv- 
ed during the week from the mouth of Cumberland, loaded 
with Salt. The Cumberland in a thick fog ran foul of the 
Courier, sunk a Keel she had in tow, and tore away part of 
her larvboard guard.— Whig.

The Sabbath.—Severa] petitions have been presented fur a 
law to enforce the more strict observance of the sabbath. 
School Law --A petitionwas presentedfrom citizens of Fay- 
ette co. for the repeal of the School law of last session -—-Mr. 
Beeson submitted for the consideration of the House the fol- 
lowing resolution. ‘Whereas without national education 
there is no durable legislation,” therfore, Resolved, That the 
committee of ways and means be instructed to inquire intu 
the expediency of constituting and appropriating, as a per- 
manent and perpetual fund for education, ali money hereat- 
ter paid into the Treasury, on accountof the lands sold and 
to be sold, the amount whereof to be annually invested in 
bank or other stock, until the interest arising on the whole 
shall amount to a sum sufficiently great for useful and effec 
tive distribuuon amoung the several schools of this commun- 
wealth.” 

Mr. Gilleland presented a petition for a law to levy and col- 
lect a certain tax in Wilkins and Pitt townships. Referred to 
the members from Allegheny. 

Pittsburgh und Washington Turnpike.-—A petition was pre 
sented from the president and managers of this turnpike, for 
authority to apply 4000 dollars of the late appropiation to 
the erection of bridges. 

La Fayettee College.--Mr. Scott presented a memorial from 
James M. Porter and others, for an act of incorporation to 
the La Fayette College, and aid to assist its operations. The 
plan of this college seems to be in part to inculcate military 
science, and a knowledge of modern languages, Referred 
to the committee on education. 

Deaf and Dumb.--Mr. Brown called for the 2d reading of 
his resolution respecting the establishment of a Deaf & Dumb 
institution at Pittsburgh. The resolution was referred to 
Brown, Sullivan, M‘Reynolds, Raukin, Lawson, Hays, Far 
rel. 

Tioga River ---Mr. Ford offered the following resolution, 
which was read a second time and agreed to. ‘Whereas 
the people of the state of New-York are about petitioning the 
legislature of that state to open a canal from Seneca Lake to 
the Tioga river, and from thence up said river to the state 
line of Pennsy:vania, near Lawrenceville, therefore, Resolv- 
ed, That the committee on internal navigation be instructed 
to inquire into the expediency of improving the navigation 
of the Tioga river, from the state line to the Coal Mines, near 
Peter’s Camp, by canal or otherwise.” 

1 Revolutionary Heroine-—Mr. O'Neill presented the pe- 
tition of Phebe Anderson, a hervine of the Revolution. The 
petitioner states in her deposition that she is 93 years of age 
--that she with her husbaad during most of the revojution- 
ary war, assisted the army to fight 1» numerous batties—in 
taking the Hessians—in picking up the bails from the British 
cannon and returning them to the enemy that they might 
have as good as what they sent--she did her utmost to secure 
the liberty of the country at Kea Bank, at taking the Hes- 
sians, at White Plains, at Brandywine, at Wyoming-that she 
was washer-woman for General Washington and family, 
whenever he was in the part where she was at—that she has 
lived at Philadelphia 56 years—that her husband has been 
dead 20 years—that she has been the mother of 23 children, 
all now deceased--that she has no connexion living where- 
on to depend for support --avd prays legislative aid. 

Grand and Petit Larceny ----The bill supplementary to the 
penal laws came up agreeably to order on the 3d reading.- 
Mr Smith moved to go into committee of the whole, for the 
purpose of striking out the 3d section; which went to abolish 
the distinetion between grand and petitlarceny. It was de- 
cided in the affirmative, 52 to 42-The house then went into 
committee of the whole, Mr. Shippen in the chair-An ani- 
mated discussion took place, which lasted till the hour of ad- 
journment, wheu the section was struck out-the committee 
rose and the bill passed.

Common Schools —The Committee to whora was referred 
this very important subject, have presented a long and able 
report. They have evidently devoted that attention to the 
subject which its importance so imperiously demanded. The 
report bears upon it the stamp of intelligence aud research. 
The committee have taken a general view of the school sys- 
tems established in different states in the Union, and frow 
an examination of them, they are decidedly of opinion, that 
free schools are much more consonant to the principles of our 
government than any other system 

‘rom a eursory reading of t.e bill accompanying the re- 
port, we gather the following outlines of ita provisions. That 
the commissioners of each county siall levy and assess upon 
the ad valorem amount of all property taxable, one half mill 
on a dollar, to remain, in the county treasury for the use of 
townships. The trustees of townships to lay off townships 
into one or more school districts Hou.+ holders in each 
district to meet and appoint a clerk and three school diree- 
tors who shall hold their offices for one year. Directors to 
do all things necessary for organizing a school—employing 
teacher—to call district-meelings—to receive and expend 
all funds, &e. 

The court of common pleas to annually appoint three per- 
sons to examine into the qualifications of teachers, to visit 
the schools, &c. No person to teaeh a distriet school without 
being examined by the examiners School directors to pay 
teachers out of the monies arising from the donations of Con 
giess for school purposes; and if it is not sufficient, the Fesi- 
due to be drawn from the created school fund. No town- 
ship to receive the school monies until the township is Jaid 
off into districts and a list of householders in each district is 
taken by the clerk of the district and delivered to the county 
auditor. 

It will be peceived that the tax is but trifling; and yet this

The revenue bill has finally passed in the House of Repre- 
sentatives by a majority of about 50. Pleasure carriages 2- 
bove the value of $100 were added to the list of propertr.— 
Professional men are tazed at an ad valorem of 1500. These 
are the only alterations that were made in the biil. 


The Canal Committee have reported a bill “to provide for 
making navigabie canals from Lake Erie to the Ohio river.” 
It was taken up in the Senate in committee of the whole on 
Monday. The bill, in its provisions is similar to the statute 
of N. ¥. upon alike subject. It contemplates a canal from 
Dayton to Cincinnati, and from the mouth of Scivto, by we 
Muskingum river, to the Lake.— Columbus Gazette. 


Mexico.--It is stated thatthe Mexican Repubiic is about 
vo'ing eight millions towards building a navy; and the Re- 
public of Colombia will probably make aéimilar appropria- 
tion. 
-Inglo-Chinese College.-Ah Association was lately formed in- 
Manchester, England, in behalfof the tunds of this institu 
tion. The Rev. Dr Morrison attended, and detailed the 
plan and proceedings of the College, after which, a liberal 
subscription was made for its bevefit.

England.---Mr. Fauntieroy was executed on the 30th No- 
vember, agreeably to his seutence. Precisely at 8 o’cluck

deposited. The funeral was expected to ve very private.”

They had laid their plan to capture a schooner and a sloop 
one of which had specie on bvard to the amonnt of $25,000 or 
30,000, and other, goods to the value of more than $50,000, 
A privateer sloop with 25 of the conspirators on board sailed 
from St Thomas on the 15th of December, and waited ata 
little distance from the port to capture these vessels. The 
plot also extended tothe city It was arranged that on Christ- 
mas night the town should be set on fire in the four extremi- 
ties,andthat at the same time the negroes should rise and ma- 
sacree the whites. The plot was discovered by alady who 
overheard the conversation of the conspirators, and gave 
such information that they were immediately arrested.

‘Lhe conse-| 
quence of this over veening desire to see our sons | 
all physicians, or ww yers, or statesinen, unless | 
corrected, will be, not only that the term “/earned”’ | 
as applied to these professions will be grossly mis-| 
applied; but what is sull much worse, the most ol! 
those who bear the name willbe at best but excres- 
cences upon the budy politic if they do not contri- 
bute to destroy its health. 

Now this excessive desire for these learned pro- 
fessions principally arises from a false nouon that 
they who are engaged in the agricultural or me-! 
chanic arts are not quite on a level in point of re-} 

tability with professional men. Hence it is} 
evident that nothing would so effectually remove | 
all grounds of invidi sus distinction between the | 
differe nt classes of citizens, and of course would 
so effectually correct the evil I have described, as 
the general diffusion of knowledge. This will 
still more evident when it s considered that in 
this free and happy country where all men possess 
equal ri gts, the re is nothing that ean truly exalt 
one man above another, unless it be a superior de- 
gree of knowledge or intellect, conne: ted with a 
proportionate degree of virtue and usefulness — 
Moreover, as in our country ail offices of trust and 
profit are not only open to all, but few if any are 
altogether exempt from the disch: of some 
public duty, how desirable would it be--how 
greatly conducive to tie public intere st that every 
citizen should be qualified to disc! re, as well 
with ability, as fidelity, the duties of any station in 
which he might be placed.

Asylum for the Deaf anc wil Dumb.— The board of 
firectors of the deaf and dumb asylum have sub 
mitted to the legislature of this state thei fourth 
annual report. The institution numbers at pre- 
sent ninety-two pupils—fifty-one males and forty- 
one females—~seventy-nine of whom are f om the 
state of Pennsylvania, of whom tne parents of only 
three are able to defray the whole expense of their 
education, and of two others to meet ig part— 
leaving seveaty-four deaf and duinb paupers now 
educating at the sole expense of the state --The 
voard have purchased on grou rent a lot on 
Broad and Pine streets in the ¢ity of mothe lb 
on which they are ung acommodious and 
tately € 6 feet 4inches in front by 92ft. 3in. 
indepth, inclusive of an area of 4 feet broad in 
the rear between retreating wings, The basement 
floor contains a kitchen, a pantry, a wash house, a 
wood and cual cellar, a stove room, a general din- 
irl’s ditto, a 
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nd 
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ing room, a boy's large work room, a ¢ 
boy’s bathing room, a girl’s ditto, a passage, two 
private stairways, and two large stohe stairways. 
Ihe principal floor contains a lobby, the matron’s 
room, the teacher's room, library, director’s ro m, 
lecture and examination room, girl’s large study 
ind work room, boy's ditto, along general passage 
and stair cases asin the base-nent story. The 
chamber floor contains a large dormitory for the 
boys, 4 other chambers for teachers and a general 
yassage and stair cases below. The third story 
which is elevated above the wings and | ghted by 
sky lights contains exclusively five school rooms, 
capable of accommodating each 20 scholars. It 
is estimated that the expense of the entire building 
will not exceed $21,880, and itis expected that it 
will be completed for the use of the institution by 
next May. The liberal grant of the legislature has 
been appropriated by the board to meet the ex- 
pense in part, and an appeal is now making to the 
public for donations to defray the remainder.

New Era in Saw-mil/s—Capt. Wm. Kendall, jr 
of Waterville (Maine,) has r cently put into suc- 
cessful operation an improved circular saw, adapt- 
ed to mill logs of the largest size. The saw is ca- 
pable of making boards at the astonishing rate of 
forty six feet in a minute, planing them at the same 
time. Those who have witnessed the effects, are 
fully apprised of its utility, particularly as it is ad- 
mirably adapted to tide waters and streams of low 
heads, or may be conveniently propelled by steam; 
three fourths at least of the power required in the 
usual way of sawing is saved by Mr. K’s machine 
which at the same time makes much smoother and 
better boards. About 100,000 feet have already 
been made, though Capt. Kendall is not prepared 
to make a business of sawing till several important 
ippendages are annexed to the machine. Circu 
lar saws have long been in use, yet the peculiar 
construction of the saw and other parts of the ma- 
chine and its application 'o heavy timber are well 
worthy of a patent. The ardour in which he en- 
gaged and the skill and ingenuity with which he 
has persevered in this new and useful invention, 
are worthy of commendation, and his complete 
success will perpetuate his fame and augment his 
Hal, Adv.
